Austin, however, could run into 
a challenge today from the state 
electoral 
board, 
all Republican,

Certification of candidates must be 
filed with loyalty oaths by 3 p. rn.

TE Deaths in 
Illinois Drop to 
All-Time Low 
SPRINGFIELD 
TP 
- 
Deaths 
from tuberculosis dropped to a 
new all-time low of 898. or 9.6 per 
100.000 population, in Illinois 
in 
1955. the State Public Health De­ 
partment reported today. 
It was the first year in w'-' s 
Illinois reported fewer than 
deaths from tuberculosis. The j.v- 
vious low was in 1954 when deaths 
totaled I 058 a rate of 11,6 
per 
100.000 population. 
Of the 898 deaths in 1955. 629 
were 
in Chicago 
and 269 down­ 
state. 
Chicago's death rate drop­ 
ped about IO per cent and down­ 
state^ about 28 per cent, making 
a decline of about 17 per cent for 
the state as a whole. 
Public Health Director Dr. Ro­ 
land R. Cross credited earlier di* 
agnosis and more adequate treat­ 
ment with the decline in tuber­ 
culosis mortality. But he said the 
declining death rate does “not in­ 
dicate that tuberculosis is dimin­ 
ishing to any extent.” 
He pointed out there were 5,814 
new active cases of the disease 
reported in 1955, three more than 
the 5,811 new cases in 1954.

Styles 
Bridges, (R., N. H.); and Harmer 
Denny, who allegedly called Delta 
Airlines’ 
Washington representa­ 
tive Robert Griffith. 
Gurney denied to this column 
that he had tipped off anyone. 
“Anyone who sayi I did,” 
he 
snorted “is crazy as a hoot owl.” 
Denny couldn’t be reached for 
comment, but Griffith called the 
report “absolutely incorrect.” 
This 
column has established, 
however, that three of Senator 
Bridges’ 
aides 
rushed 
out and 
bought Northeast stock the morn­ 
ing it jumped from $9.25 to $13 a 
share. Another who made an over­ 
night windfall profit was Geor­ 
gia’s GOP 
boss, Robert 
Snod­ 
grass, president of Atlas Finance 
Company in Atlanta.

Snodgrass acknowledged to this 
column that he had bought 1,000 
shares 
the lucky 
morning 
and 
made a quick profit of $2,250. He 
also 
admitted close 
friendship 
with Griffith, but denied receiving 
any inside tip from the Delta ex­ 
ecutive. 
The CAB examiner had recom­ 
mended granting the New York- 
Miami route to Delta, but was 
overruled by the board in a se­ 
cret, 3-2 vote. 
This column can 
reveal that Gurney and Denny, 
both Republicans, voted for Del­ 
ta. Strangely the two Democratic 
board members, Joe Adams and 
Joseph Minette joined wth 
COP 
Chairman Jam es Durfee in {avail­ 
ing Northeast Airlines. 
What makes this strange is that 
Northeast operates principally in 
Republican New England, where­ 
as Delta is strong in the Demo­ 
cratic south.

Frank Nixon, 
Father of Vice 
President, Dies 


LA HABRA, Calif. OIE)—Frank 
Nixon, father of Vice President 
Richard M. 
Nixon, died 
quietly J 
Tuesday night from a painful ill-1 
ness. 
His sorrowing wife, Hannah, who 
had been at his bedside constantly,: 
was holding his hand when the 
elder Nixon, 77, slipped into death 
from a coma. 
The vice president, who also was 
at his father’s bedside along with 
other members of the family, was 
taking the death “pretty badly," 
a family doctor said. 
The w hite-haired elder Nixon 
was stricken Aug. 22 with a rup­ 
tured abdominal artery. Later com­ 
plications developed from a long­ 
standing hemorrhaging stomach ul­ 
cer and other ailments. 
His doc­ 
tor was amazed at the elder Nix­ 
on’s ill-fated battle to live. 
It was not known if the vice 
president would go ahead with his 
scheduled major speech Thursday 
before the American Legion na 
tional convention in Los Angeles 
The 
family 
doctor 
told 
United 
Press that three or four days ago 
he overheard the elder Nixon tell 
his son to “fulfill his obligation ’’ 
The doctor assumed the father was 
talking about the Legion speech. 
The Nixons had five children, 
all boys. 
Richard, Don and Ed­ 
ward are the only surviving sons.

Jacob Javits, now seeking the GOF 
senatorial nomination in his state, 
as a fine American. 
Mr. Eisen 
hower said if he, himself, is wrong

would be greatly astonished. Javits 
went before a Senate committee 
today to deny rum ors that he was 
backed by Communists. 
As for the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council endorsement of the Steven 
son-Kefauver ticket the President 
said he had a letter Tuesday from 
a union member in New Jersey 
Mr. Eisenhower said 
the letter 
writer said he would be loyal to 
labor leadership on m atters involv­ 
ing labor, but resented any effort 
to tell him how to vote. 
This, Mr 
Eisenhower said, was a very good 
American spirit. 
Praise for Hagerty 
He declined to step directly into 
the war of words between his press 
secretary, Jam es C. Hagerty. and 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Adlai E. Stevenson’s camp, over 
whether the Democrats welcomed 
unemployment as a campaign in­ 
strument. 
The President referred the sub­ 
ject back to Hagerty for any fur- 
ther comment, but Mr. Eisenhower 
was high in his praise for his press 
secretary. 
He said Hagerty is in 
telligent, competent and, as far as 
he is concerned, has done his job 
well. 
In his discussion of campaign 
plans, he made it plain that the 
GOP high command wants him to 
tackle first one of the troublesome 
areas for the Republicans — the 
farm belt,‘ where there has been 
open discontent.

Mr. Eisenhower did not classify 
his Newton, Iowa, appearance for 
what he called a major address 
Instead, he said, he plans to spend 
the day visiting with friends from 
the farming communities of the 
Middle West at the national plow­ 
ing contest. 
He said he will make a major 
farm speech to the nation a week 
later—about Sept. 27 or 28, 
May Talk in Illinois 
Mr. Eisenhower 
also said he 
might campaign in Illinois—home 
ftate of his rival for the presi­ 
dency. 
His discussion of campaign plans 
followed Tuesday’s announcement 
that he will kick off the campaign 
at a big rally cf party leaders 
next Wednesday at his Gettysburg 
farm.

give the place or date' 
Ha is expected 
to leave for 
Gettysburg early next week and 
spend virtually the entire week in 
Pennsylvania.
